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Senior Grant 
Proposal 


The Senior Project Grant Proposal is the 
capstone experience of all graduates of 
the Boston Arts Academy. The Senior 
Project allows students to “give back” 
some of what they have gained as Bos- 
ton Arts Academy students. 


















Seniors designed projects that connect 
their art major with a community need and 
wrote grant proposals to fund these 
projects. This experience is an opportu- 
nity for students to apply their knowledge 
and passion toward a practical cause, at 
once proving their graduation credentials 
and gaining experience as independent 
artists. 


Senior Project Fair visitors were invited to view 
student work, discuss projects with students, review 
grant proposals and participate in student evalua- 
tion. Simultaneously a grant committee comprised 
of funders, artists and faculty selected a group of 
finalists that were awarded real grant money to 
implement their projects. 
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Respect Project 


The Respect Project was inspired by discussions with students at the Boston Arts 
Academy, and is a culmination of two years of workshops, seminars, and retreats 
centered around issues of respect. A series of events led to talking with Dr. Sarah 
Lawrence-Lightfoot about her book, Respect, and with Wyatt Jackson about his 
ideas of such a project. With a generous grant from the Boston Foundation over a 
two-year period, we were able to start discussions about the nature of respect, 
involving the whole school initially, then breaking off into workshops in several 
disciplines. 


We brought the material from these workshops in dance, music, visual arts, 
playwriting and poetry, to summer program with a small group of students, funded 
by Harvard Institute on the Arts and Civil Dialog, with help from our ProArts 
colleges. We brainstormed ideas, and the outline of a performance was born. 


Rehearsals have been inspiring and have brought new material, as the student’s 
ideas developed their experiences changed. We feel strongly that allowing teenag- 
ers to develop and use their voices is the beginning of self-respect and leads to 
empowerment.
